Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. With regard to Independent Claims 1 and 5, the applicant has sufficiently 
claimed and narrowly defined a reflecting-mirror-equipped lamp, wherein a 
reflecting mirror provides novel heat transfer via two air holes (no more or less) 
disposed on a cross section of said mirror such that the air holes are diagonally 
opposed to one another in separate quadrants over a luminous bulb of a high 
pressure discharge lamp. The prior art fails to teach or suggest the combination 
of structural elements disclosed and claimed herein, and all subsequent 
dependent claims are allowed. 

b. With regards to Independent Claim 3, the applicant has sufficiently 
claimed and narrowly defined a reflecting-mirror-equipped lamp, wherein a 
reflecting mirror provides novel heat transfer via two air holes (no more or less) 
formed on said mirror such that the air holes are disposed diagonally above and 
below a luminous bulb of a high pressure discharge lamp, whereby a virtual line 
exists in connecting the respective centers of the air holes and a portion of the 
luminous bulb located above a horizontal line passing through the center of said 
bulb. The prior art fails to teach or suggest the combination of structural 
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elements disclosed and claimed herein, and all subsequent dependent claims 
are allowed.
